The accident, blamed on mechani- 
cal failure, was the worst helicopter 
erash in nearly a year in Indo-China 
and one of the worst of the Viet- 
nam war.

TEL AVIV. — A seven-member de- 
legation from the Ploneer Women

Nurses appeal to 
Labour Court in 
wage dispute 


The Israel Nurses Association 
Wednesday appealed to the National 
Labour Tribunal against the refusal 
of employers to grant nurses a 
pay rise equivalent to that allegedly 
obtained by X-ray technicians. 

The Association claimed that, 
according to a collective wage 
agreement signed last May with 
the Health Ministry, Kupat Holim, 
Hadassah aud Malben, nurses’ gala- 
ries are meant to be linked auto- 
matically to any pay rise received 
by members of para-medical pro- 
fessions. The X-ray technicians 
come under the category of para- 
medical workers, the nurses said. 

This was one of the few Instances 
in the history of the National 
Labour Board where it was Te- 
quested to intervene in a dispute 
over the interpretation of a collec- 
tive wage agreement between a 
workers’ national association and 
employers — in this case one of 
the employers being the Govern- 
ment. (Iti)

Tuition fee increase

Sir, — It was quite a shock for 
me to learn that tuition fees would 
go up by 88 per cent (June 21). 


‘With all respect due to the Min- 
isters of Finance and Education aud 
the Secretary-Generai of the Histad- 
rut who are responsible for this deci- 
sion, I take the iiberty to empha- 
size that this rise is unjustified and 
unbearable. We are informed that 
the rate of the tuition hike was to 
match the rate of the average in- 
crease in teachers’ salaries as & 
result 'of this year’s teachers’ strike. 
Apart from the damage caused to 
students who had to make up for 
the time lost during the strike, the 
parents are now punished and have 
to pay for the concessions made 
by the authorities. This really is a 
very deplorable state of affairs. 


The main question now is how 
parents are to pay this increase as 
average wages have gone up only 
14 per cent in the same period, in- 
cluding all the benefits. 


I suggest parents should urge 
their respective “Parents Councils” 
to have this gross .misdemeanour

KICKBACKS FOR 
TOURIST GUIDES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — I read with interest the 
article on Israel tourist guides (July 
16) and especially the question 
of kickbacks from tourist shops. 
The article raised the question that, 
whereas the guides and the shops 
stand to gain by the kickback sys- 
tem, someone else has to lose. And 
thig loser is the hapless tourist who 
is exploited by our guides. The fol- 
lowing experience fllustrates the 
point: When shopping in Bethlehem 
today, I was offered, without ask- 
ing, a 25 per cent discount off the 
marked price on all articles In a 
number of shops.

John Stewart Service and John 
Paton Davies, 20 years after their 
fall from official grace during the 
MeCarthy era, testified for four 
hours Wednesday before the Senate 
Foreign Relations.

Its chairman and several of its 
members said afterwards the two 
former foreign service officers, who 
were among the last American of- 
ficlals to make friendly contacts 
with Chinese Communist leaders be- 
fore the 1949 takeover of mainland 
China, had been vindicated by 
events. 

Service and Davies were key for- 
eign service officers in China dur- 
ing the last years of World War I, 
when Mao Tse-tung’s Communists 
and the ruling Kuomintang forces 
of Chiang Kai-shek struggled for 
dominance while fighting the Jap- 
anese in their homeland. Both men 
were outspoken opponents of Chi- 
ang, contending his administration 
was corrupt and not in control of 
the people, and they urged their su- 
periors to establish friendly rela- 
tions with Mao. 


Talks with Mao, Chou 


Service’s cables reflected long, 
cordial conversations with Mao and 
Chou En-lai, In which the two lead- 
ers actively ‘bid for cooperation with 
the Americans and tried to assure 
the U.S. that they were not acting 
in consort with the Soviet Union.

Cairo threats won’t

Officials in Jerusalem, commenting 
on Sadat’s speech, suggested last 
night that the Egyptian President 
could help break the present dead- 
lock—which he had complained was 
only serving Israel's interest — by 
reaching out for a genuine peace 
accord.

Know-how ‘bank’ 
now operates here

PART from the traditional vir- 
tues of hard work and skills, two 
things are needed for an industrial 
venture: capital and know-how. 
Capital can be pot from the bank — 
and so can imow-how today, 
from a new kind of data-bank, 
created in the United States by 
Vladimir Dvorkovitz. 

The firm is called “Dr. Dvorkovitz 
end Associates.” A local office was 
opened in Tarael last December bya 
young settler from Canada, David S. 
Devor, who also represents the com- 
pany in Turkey, Greece and Iran. 

Procedure for dealing with the 
information centre is simple.

Research institutes often turn up 
ideas they would like to sell Firms 
that own specialised information try 
to use it themselves, usually In their 
own country and in export markets 
open to them. But they cannot 
reach (or cope with) all mariets, 
or perhaps they do mot need ex- 
clusivity, so are ready to dispose 
of their knowledge for good money 
to whoever can make use of it.

Yet, a biased U.N. Commission 
continues to search for evidence of 
Israel's mistreatment of Arabs, and 
the Arab bloc, allied with other 
anti-Israel countries, continue to 
manipulate world opinion against 
Israel by distortion of facts and in- 
sidious propaganda.

There 
is no fear that in the foreseeable 
future traditional religious learning 
and the study of Tora, Midrash, 
Talmoud, talmudic commentaries and 
helachic authorities will cease 
among Jews. Tens of ihousands of 
young men are filling the growing 
number of ycshivot in Israel and 
abroad. Some of them serve in the 
Israel Defence Forces; others evade 
military service. 


As far as the situation in the kib- 
butz movement is concerned, how- 
ever, I think it can be stated with 
tragic certainty that unless there 
is a fundamental change in the near 
future in educational policy and in 
the direction of the young people 
to higher studies, we shall not have 
in the entire secularist kibbutz move- 
ment in a generation's tlme even 
a minyan-of people familar with 
our post-biblical lterary-cultural 
heritage. Everything created and 
written from the canonization of 
the Bible to the beginning of mo- 
dern Hebrew literature will be a 
closed book to the young genera- 
tion. 


Our settlements today still include 
people who learnt Tora in their 
youth.

A HUMANISTIC KADDISH 


AT ine seminar for cultural secre- 
tarles from the kibbutz move- 
ment, one day was devoted to a de- 
bate on mourning customs in kib- 
butgim, and the subject of the Kad- 
dish prayer came up for discussion. 
The draft resolution stated that 
“there is a felt need to compose 8 
Kaddish which will express our feel- 
ings and our approach." It was not- 
ed that a Kaddish composed at Kib- 
butz Yagur, using the form of the 
religious Kaddish, opened with the 
-words “Yitgadal veyitkadash ha’- 
adam" (Magnified and sanctified be 
Man...) instead of the traditional 
“¥itgadal veyitkadash shme| rabba” 
(Magnified. and sanctified be the 
Great Name). 

I have often been party to the 
hesitations of our comrades over re- 
clting the Kaddish at the graveside. 
This prayer, recited in Aramaic, con- 
tains no reference whatever to the 
dead man, no reference to the sub- 
ject of man’s death; it is all a 
paean of praise to God, and it was 
instituted In anctent times as part 
of the general order of service. 
What connection does it have, then, 
with death and bereavement? The 
answer is that when a person stands 
stunned by the Heavenly decree, con- 
fronted by the puniness of Man, who 
from dust cometh and to dust shall 
return, he turns to his God, in the 
spirit of the Psalmist's “Yea, though 
I walk in the valley of darkness I 
Shall fear no evil, for Thou art with 
me.” and thus seeks consolation, 
the “Kaddish” 


Futhermore, ex- 
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in Shalom-Aleichem’s original ver- 
sion but in’ Y¥.D. Berkowitz’s 
translation), who knows how to 
quote sayings from the Midrash and 
from Rashi’s commentary. And of 
those very few who are able to ma- 
vigate the sea of Talmud, many 
lack the scholarly discipline needed 
for the logical analysis of talmudic 
problems. 
‘Impress’ of calture 

Nevertheless, the impress of 'this 
culture, in whose atmosphere these 
comrades grew up and were edu- 
cated 15 still evident on the culture 
which ig belng shaped ia our midst, 
even though these people sought in 
their youthful anti-religious and an- 
ti-clerical fervour to wilfully erase 
its influence and denigrate its im- 
portance. “The impress of this cul- 
ture" — this means: concepts, 
ideas, lawa, fancies, legends, 8.850- 
clations and personalities not men- 
tioned in biblical Ilterature but 
which were created and developed 
by means of the generations of Tora 
study and by means of the commen- 
taries on the Tora, and which are 
not less authentic for Judaism and 
the Jewish People than the Bible 
tteelf, ? 

Our attitude to Talmudic litera- 
ture is sti ambivalent, as it waa 
in Btalik's time, when he wrote 
t's “Halacha Ve'aggada” 

‘We regard the Aggada with 
a certain condescension, with equi- 
vocai admiration. Who knows what 
would have been the fate of the

fathom, an expression of "God has 
given, God has taken: blessed be 
God's name.” And since we are cut 
off from this simple faith, it is no 
wonder that words about a “God full 
of mercy” jar on our ears at a time 
when our whole being cries out 
against the cruel blow which we have 
been dealt, and we do not feel Hke 
justifying God’s ways. 


Two alternatives 


Secularists are faced with one of | 


two alternatives: to recite the Kad- 
dish as it ts, without paying heed to 
its content, because this is a time- 
honoured Jewish custom and the 
elegiac tone of the Kaddish biends 
with the atmosphere of mourning, 
or else not to recite it at all. But 
we are not at Nberty to take the 
Kaddish, which hes been sanctified 
by the religious ‘faith of millions of 
Jews over the ages, and turn it in- 
to a declaration of the glory of man. 

Even now, many years after the 
event, I still feel a twinge of shame 
when I recall the opening of the 
Maccablah which was broadcast over 
the radio. Since its organizers wish- 
ed to give the ceremony a Jewish 
character, the athlete holding the 
torch which had been brought from 
Modi'in proclaimed in sonorous and 
solemn voice: "Hear Ὁ Israel, fsrael 
is our destiny, Israel its One!" The 
declaraton of “Hear O Israel, God 
is our God, God Is One!", which had

of Kibbats Yifat (hud), discusses “Religious 
Tradition and Secular Culture,” in which he 
declares that unless there is a revision of the 
secularist kibbutz movements’ educational 
policy, “we shall not have in a generation’s 
time a minyan of people familiar with our 
post-biblical literary-cultural heritase.” He 
also takes issue with the replacement of God 
by Man in the Kaddish mourning prayer and 
other traditional prayers. 
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Now the words of the 
acceptable to us, and some are even 
attractive. But the rest of the Tal- 
mud remains alien and therefore ob- 
jectionable, The other sections and 
aspects of Talmud do not appeal 
to us— because of their acrobatics 
of dialectic and interpretation, or 
perhaps because they concern laws 
which are not, as it were, “relevant” 
to us, and which, moreover, a fos- 
siiized rabbingte imposes on our 
potty. In general, our attitude to 
this literature is also informed by 
the remnants of the scorn of the 

who sanctified the Bi- 
ble and adopted it to their own uses, 
but held the Talmud in contempt 
‘and even defamed it. 

Of course, everybody acknowledges 
the primacy of the Bible as the Jew- 
ish People’s most sacred book. But 
the Jewish vision did not cease with 
tts canonization, Hebrew creation 
did not cease, and later Jewish li- 
terature is no less Jewishly authen- 
tie than what came before it. The 
interpretations which this literature 
gave to the Bible were far more 
importayt in moulding Jewish ethi- 
cal thought than whatever ori- 
ginal, Uteral meaning the biblical 
verses had.

And one can cite other examples, 
such as the attempt made in one 
of the Kibbutz Haggadot, whose au- 
thors wanted to include “blessings,” 
put here, too, substituted Man for 
God, so that the blessing ran: 
“Blessed art Thou O Man, Who 
brings forth bread from the ground,” 
instead of “Blessed art Thou O God, 
our God...” I am not opposed to 
exalting Man and his creative pow- 
ers, even though it was not he who 
created the fertility in the seed. 
‘But I cannot understand why they 
took a form composed by our an- 
cestors for sacerdotal purposes and 
made their own secularist patch- 
work out of it 


Speak plainly 


I believe the time has come for us 
to speak plainly to ourselves — to 
the secular community in general 
and to our comrades in the kibbutz 
movement in particular — against 
this trend of secularising concepts 
and terms hallowed by religious 


usage and faith, and which are per- 


meated with experiences and ass0- 
ciations of centuries. Simple good 
manners dictate that we should not 
rip them and patch them together 
jagain to suit our own fashion. We 
must either accept them as they 
are, or we reject them as they are. 
I sympathise wih many of our 
comrades who sre struggling with 
problems of Jewish tradition and 
way of ilfe, but the fact is that 
Jewish originality was always, 
throughout the ages, inseparable 
from religious content. 

Blow, then, are we to renew this 
content In a society whose every 
member declares his secularist 
views, a society cut off from reli- 
gious faith, even though it admits 
to its links with tradition and 
wishes to preserve something of the 
Jewish hetitage? As long as we 
speak only of selectivity ~- such as 
retaining certain values connected 
with a particular festival while re- 
jecting others — we can debate 
the substantive issues, each accord- 
ing to his outlook. But to take sym- 
bola and texts whose meanings are 
perfectly clear, and emasculate 
them so that they ahall serve pur- 
poses diametrically opposed te their 
original p , then — regard- 
less of our ideological motivations 
— this is worse than plagiarism and 
in the worst possible taste. 

If we have no belief in or pozi- 
tive attitude to the instruments of 
τοι βίου, let us leave them alone, 
let us leave them as they are for 
those who do believe In them, live 
by them, and are prepared to die 
for them, while we compose our 
own secularist Uturgy. 
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I try to imagine the shape of the 
next kibbutz generation, the roots 
of its Jéwish-Hebrew culture from 
which the continuity of our cul- 
ture will grow and develop. Being 
an ‘optimist, I assume that we will 
besavedin time—we and the whole 


? world with us — from luracy, and 


our culture of the future will be 
neither Mao-style Chinese, nor 8 
drug-culture, nor a cultural suicide. 
I dssume-it will bea culture-based. 
on a constellation of humane — or 
“conventional” — values, even if their 
outward expression will be different, 
in keeping with the particular fa- 
shions of the eration concerned. 
It would be both right and logical 
that in our case the role of our 
Jewish heritage in moulding this cul- 
ture should be & major one. 


Biblical tie 


But in the light of the present 
situation, and of my anticipations — 
unless the hoped-for change occurs 
—our only tle with Jewish values 
will be purely biblical — 1.6.,

cultures; ft was not the Bible as

I doubt if we are sufficiently

Ν semen at four separate

SAN FRANCISCO (Ofns).— 

A BHOORD total of 750,000 men 

underwent voluntary steriliza- 

2 in the United States last year 

— but some are trying to hedge 

their bets. To cater for them Cali- 

fornia is cresting its first frozen 

sperm bank, kept under heavy se- 

curity at an isolated desert strong- 
hold in Nevada. 


Pioneering the brave new ex- 
periment is Mr. Robert R. Quinlan 
ἦτ. a San Francisco socialite who 
foresees 2 muKi-million dollar busi- 


giish ness in the growing trend towards 


sterilization in the cause of zero 
population growth. “Three million 
men in the U.S. have had vasec- 
tomies already,” says Mr. Quinlan. 

Robert Quinlan, 31, is a law re- 
search specialist from an old San 
Franciseo family held locally in 
high regard. His scheme gets under 
way this month, with frozen sperm 
being stored temporarily at an 
unnamed city hospital. 

At a Los Angeles clinic which 
performs vasectomies, 15,000 of the 
Men who underwent the operation 


-said they would store their semen 


if they had the opportunity. They 
could have been worth $375,000 to 
the enterprising Mr. Quinlan, who 
will charge $15 for the initial col- 
lection and freezing process, plus 
$10 annually for storage. 

The vital equipment bas been 
purchased. It consists of a vat of 
Uiquid nitrogen and some ampoules 
for the sperm, which will be stored 
in plastic racks at a temperature 
of 350 degrees below zero. 

Quinlan’s firm is called the Char- 
tered International Cryobank, and 
it is Incorporated. (Cryogenics is the 
science of low temperature phe- 
nomens.» He has plans to store 
clinics in 
California during the first year of 
operation, By that time his Nevada 
fortress should be ready. 

The rush to vasectomy has 
startled even the Association for 
Voluntary Sterilization, which began 
vt al. “For years we had been 
estimating 100,000 vasectomies an- 


; nually. Then suddenly the figure 


shot up to 750,000," says Courtland 
Hastings, field director of the or- 
ganization. ‘It's hard to believe.” 


The figures come from the Na- 
tional iDisease and Therapeutic In- 
dex, which surveys hospital and 
doctors’ records. They show an 
enormous swing away from steri- 
lisation of women, who have borne 
most of the responsibility in ‘the 
past. “Men are taking it on them- 
selves,” says Hastings, “and we're

Two tiny incisions are made 
on each alde of the scrotum and 
ἃ pair of small sperm-carrying 
tubes are tied off. 

If more people are a real threat 
to mankind's survival, who needs 
frozen sperm banks? “You cannot 
take this right away from ἃ mat,” 
Says Robert Quinlan. “Besides, it 
might help to preserve the race in 
a nuclear war.” 
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Scientiste have experimented suc- 
cessfully with frozen sperm. Los 
Angeles physician Dr. Edward Tyler 
announced recently that 68 children 
had been born to California mothers 
by this method, Including one in- 
fant to a soldier who wanted his 
wife to have a baby while he was 
serving in Vietnam. 

Mr. Quinlan says the idea was 
first thought of in 1886, by Italian 
Scientists. “Before that, the Arabs 
are believed to have been the first 
people to practise artificial insemi- 
nation, They impregnated their 
enemies’ mares with semen from 
the worst stallion around.”

A leading Arab lawyer in Jeru- 
salem said last night that the great 
majority in the West Bank reject 
the demand of the Palestine Libe- 
ration Organization for pan-Arab re- 
cognition as the “sole legitimate re- 
presentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple." The claim was forwarded yes- 


terday in Cairo to all Arab govern- τ᾿ 


ments by the P.L.O. Executive Com- 


mittee, which is headed by Fatah - 


chief Yasser Arafat. 

“No party can claim to represent 
the Palestinians — Cally in the 
‘West Bank and the Gaza Strip — as 
long as the population is not given 
the opportunity for self-determina- 
tion through a plebiscite,” the law- 
yer said. He was one of 10 promi- 
nent Arabs interviewed yesterday by 
The Jerusalem Post for their reac- 
tions to the P.L.O. Executive Com- 
mittee demand that the Arab gov- 
ernments issue an official document 
recognizing it as the legitimate re- 
agian of the Palestinian peo- 

le. 

All 10 asked to have their names 
withheld. Among them was 8 teach- 
er who said he feared to challenge 
the terrorist-controlled P.L.O. openly. 
“Those people are shrewd and 
ruthless. They would take revenge 
on my relatives in the Arab states,” 
he satd. 

All ten said that the P.L.O. Exe- 
cutive Committee's claim “would be 
challenged locally at the proper 
time.” Four of them expressed the 
opinion that it was high time to 
convene a political meeting for the 
‘West Bank and the Gaza Strip to 
elect a political representation. One 
said that such a leadership would 
“regulate political relations with Is- 


rael pending an overall settlement: 


with the neighbouring countries.” 
Another said that he supported the 
proposal of Hebron's Mayor Sheikh 
Mohammed Ali Jaabari, to place 
the WestBank and the Gaza 
Strip under U.N. rule for five 
years to prepare the local popula- 
‘Hon for a plebiscite on self-determi- 
nation.

NIJMEGEN, Holland. — The annual 
four-day international march in 
Nijmegen ended on Friday after- 
noon with the 60 Israeli boy and 
giri soldiers attracting more than 
average attention.

The minimum pay for en unskilled 
worker, which was ILJ7.51 per day, 
would be 17.18.50 and the pay of a 
skilled worker goes up from IL31.66 
to 11.33.33. Moreover, employers.are 
to pay an additional 31 per cent 
of the paycheck to the insurance 
fund to cover social benefits. The 
workers’ share is 4.5 per cent. 

The reason for the increase, ac- 
eording to Mr. Mordechai Amster, 
Secretary of the union, is that the 
benefits which the “other unions” 
Zot in delaying the collective con- 
tract, were out of proportion with 
the gains the buikiing workers ob- 


" tained im theirs. The building work- 


ers were among the first to sign a 
collective contract a year ago. More- 
over,."“the trade pays more than 
the contract stipulates anyhow.” 

While Solel Boneh has agreed to 
pay the new wages, the Contractors 
Association last week instructed its 
members not to acknowledge the 
new tariff. 


Changes in Nat 
Insurance rules . 


TEL AVIV. — The National In- 
surance; ‘Institute will no longer. 
make deductions from payments it’ 
makes to persons who have been 
insured under a budgetary scheme. 


The rule affects most former Gov- 
ernment officials, whose pension is 
derived from payments made by the 
employer only. Until now, the Na- 
tional Insurance Institute argued 
that the insured persons were not 
eligible for full pensions because 
they had not participated in butlid- 
ing up the pension fund. 

Mr, Yeruham Meshel, head of the 
Histadrut Social Security Centre, 
yesterday announced, however, that 
he had the promise of Ministry Fi- 
pance Director-General Avraham 
Agmon, that the National Insu- 
rance Institute would pay according 
to schedule to ali persons reaching: 
retirement age, regardless of the 
form of their pension insurance.
